“HOLDS UTILITIES LIABLE 


“The question whether utility cane 
panies shall pay for the removal and 
relocation of their conduits, wires and 


other underground equipment to make 
way for the construction of subways 
was under consideration in the state 
senate yesterday. At the same time 
the corporation counsel's office here 
handed down an opinion that the law 
already provides that the companies 
must bear this cost. 

“We beg to advise that the general 
rule, very clearly established, is that 
public utility companies take their 
rights in the city streets, distinctly 
subject to the right and duty of the 
city to improve and regulate the use 
of its streets,’"’ the opinion states. . 

As an instance, the opinion cites 
the 22d street widening: case when the 
city demanded relocation of street car 
tracks at a cost of $300,000. The com- 
pany refused to pay for the work and 
| the Supreme court ruled that it should, 
holding that the same principle applies 
to all types of utilities. 

“That it applies to subway con- 
struction we have no doubt,” the opin- 
ion continue§.

He further stated: ‘ That 
Small appropriated to his own use all of the in- 
terest from legitimate banks up to Sept. 30, 1918, 
gannot be possibly disputed on the facts in this 
case. ... Smal@ may have paid in from the 
earnings on packers’ notes an amount equal to 
this legitimate interest, but that he kept the legit- 

interest for himself cannot be successfully 
denied on this record.” 


The Supreme court affirmed the decree of the; 


Circuit court, which said: “The bill alleges and 
the decree finds that Small and ‘the Curtisses en- 
tered into an unlawful conspiracy to use public 
moneys for their private gain.” 3

Igoe Asks if There Is 
Deal Who Made It.

Springfield, I, June 7.—{Special.] 
—Once more charges of a deal be- 
tween sponsors of the Chicago reve 
nue bills and of the state income tax 
bill threw the house revenue commit- 
tee into turmoil today. Representa- 
tive Michael I. Igoe, minorfty leader, 
occasioned the outbreak when he de- 
manded to know why the bills were 
going to be voted on today. | 
“Who says they’re coming to an 
immediate vote?” Mr. Igoe shouted. 
“ Are we to understand that Mr. Cut- 
ler is going to deliver on thee bills?” 
It was Representative Reed, F. Cut- 
ler, majority floor leader, who precip- 
itated the first committee rumpus by 
announcing prior to the consideration 
of the income tax bill that an agree- 
ment had been made whereby Cook 
county members would let the bill out 
of committee in return for favors to 
be granted the Chicago revenue bills 

in the senate. 

Mr. Cutler denied that he had made’ 
any such statement, or that he had 
delivered any votes. 

“Somebody was, delivered on the 
income tax,”’ retorted Mr. Igoe. “ You 
know that. The income tax Dill was 
voted out, and if there is any deal on 
to saddle an income tax on Chicago 
in consideration for the passage of 
these revenue bills I want to know 
who made it.” 

Instead of getting a vote on the 
revenue bills an adjournment motion 
was carried and consideration post- 
poned until tomorrow.

Calls Anti-Saloon 

League Too Small 

to Clean Up Illinois 
BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

Political corruption in Illinois was 
declared yesterday to be so prevalent 
that it cannot be curbed by any of the 
agencies now at work. : 

The statement was made by the 
Rev. A. M. Pennewell, pastor of the 
Gary Memorial Methodist Episcopal | 
church, Wheaton, Il., and president; 
of the Chicago Methodist ministers’ 
meeting, which united with the alumni 
of Garrett Biblical institute, Evanston, 
in observing alumni day. The meet- 
ing was he!d in the Charles Macaulay 
Stuart chapel on the Garrett campus. 

“The Anti-Saloon League is not big 
enough ‘to accomplish the reforms 
needed,” said Dr. Pennewell. “I have 


taking money from Brennan in recent 
elections, but at the same time I have | 
supported the league. But if the 
league is all that it is supposed to be 


{it is not big enough to meet the politi- 


cal situation in Illinois.” 

Dr. Pennewell’s speech followed a 
resolution presented by Dr. John

wards the Anti-Saloon League so that, 
he said, the church can rally to its 
support. 

“IT have criticized the league in the 
past,”” said Dr. Thompson, “but that 
is a thing of the past. There are some 
denominations who are threatening to 
drop the league unless certain changes 


are made.”
